MORMON DUPLICITY. 
A BALEFUL INFLUENCE EXERTED BY THEIR 
PRIESTS UPON THE INDIANS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 22. — Secretary 
Schurz has received the following letter, dated 
at Ogden City, Utah, the 16th inst.: 

Sin: The obdjectof this letter is to give you 
some information reiative to the traffic in ammu- 
nition which is carried on by the eco-vperative 
stores with the Indians. The co-operative stores 
are conducted by the Mormon priesthood. My in- 
formers, the Leputy United States Marshal here 
and others, tell me this trafiic is carried on daily. 
and, beyond doubt, by all similar institutions all 
over the Territory. and in Southern Idaho at the 
following places where the co-operative stores exist: 
Malade City, Soda Springs, and Faries. These places 
are directiy on the Indian boruers. The Mormon 
priesthood have constantiy missionaries among the 
indians. The latter are converted to Mormonism 
and taken through the Endowment House, where 
they (the Indians) pledge themeelves to support 
this priestaood, and they are called by the Mor- 
mons ‘** Our little battle-axes. Therefore almost 
every Indian war is carried on directly and inai- 
rectly by this priestnood, and therefore this traffic 
of ammunition. ‘he great aim of the priesthood 
is to intimidate non-Mormons from getting the 
valleys anywhere within 500 miles of Salt Lake for 
the — of keeping the lands vacant 
until by the natural. steady, and rapid growth of 
Mormonism the priesthood can colonize the un- 
occupied region. The so-called Masonry that 
binds all tribes together, so often referred to by 
the press of the United States, emanates from the 
Endowment Temple at Salt Lake, where the secret 
work and Ps endowment — are given them. 
The so-called friendly Indians are always carrying 
information and ammunition to the hostiles. As 
this is as serious as cOstiy, I deem it my duty to re- 
port the same to yon, and if@ there is no 
law to stop the e of ammunition to the 
Indiens, I euggest that the Presideut issue a proc- 
lamation in which to prohibit the saie of ammuni- 
tion and firearms to the Indians during times of 
hostility. It our Governor in this Territory would 
be alive to the interests he should represent, | am 
certain this trafic could not be carried om as ex- 
tensively as it is. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., July 22.—The decision 
of the Commissioner of the Land-Office upon 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad lands was read from 
short-hand notes to Secretary Schurz today. It 
will be written out to-morrow for formal sig- 
nature, and it is understood to decide in favor 
of a settler who has pre-empted a tract of rail- 
road land which remained unsold at the end of 
the third year after the completion of that road. 
This decision will affect the status of many 
thousand sales which have been made by the 
several Pacific railroad companies, whose char- 
ters contained the same clause as that 
of the Kansas Pacifle, providing tbat if 
any of the lands granted by the Government re- 
main unsold by the railroad company at the ex- 
piration of three years from the time the road 
was finished, such lands should be subject to 
homestead entry at $1.25 an acre. The Kansas 
Central and Union Pacific Railroads have each 
been selling lands of this class for several years 
past for prices varying irom $2.50 to $15 an 
acre, and the aggregate of such sales has been 
very great. The decision involves many collat- 
eral questions which must give rise to 
extended litigation. For instance, if it is 
decided that all the lands granted the railroad 
company and unsold at the end of three years 
from their completion were subject to entry 
under the Homestead laws, the question arises 
whether, alter that time, the railroad com panies 
were competent to convev title, and where these 
lands have been sold at high prices the pur- 
chasers have not some remedy against the com- 
yonies. Another complication arises from the 
act that the Goverumeut has covutinued to 
patent these lands to the railroad companies 
withoat question. It is not known to what ex- 
tent the decision deals with these collateral 
qucstions.

THE FISHERY AWARD. 
Disvaich tt New York tiorid, 

WasnInocton, Julv 17.—The first volume of 
the documents avd proceedings ot the Halifax 
Commission uncer the Treaty of Washington, 
for tue settlement of the fisheries question, bas 
been issued from the Government Priutiug-Of- 
lice. It contains 1,000 pages, and consists of 
Secretary Evart’s letter tothe President. bere- 
tofore published, on the subject of the payment 
of the award, the articles of the treaty under 
which the commission met, records of the vro- 
ceedings of the commission, and tue greater part 
of the evidence taken on benalt ol 
ber Majesty's Government. Neariy every 
Witnces examined in the Bruten interest 
swears strongiy as to the grea. value 
oi the mackerei and cod fisheries within the 
turee-mile limit off the shores of the Guill of St. 
Lawrence, the Bay Cualeurs, Prince Edward 
island, aud otber points along the coast of tbe 
provinces. The evidence given as to the man- 
per ol catching the fish andthe system of lol 
lowing tbe schools of mackerel in their jour- 
veyings from one point of the coast to another 
is wreresting. Counsel forthe United States 
claimed that cod-fishing ts solely a deep-seu 
fishery, and not within the cognizance of the 
Commission. The same counse! also mainteined 
that the claim of Great Britain to be compen- 
sated ior allowing United States fishermen to 
buy bait aud other supplies of British subjects 
finds no semblance of foundation in the treaty by 
which no right of trailic is conceded. The re 
ports printed in connection with the American 
argument show that for a number of years past 
the vaiue of the mackerel fisheries in British 
waters has decreased, while the quantity and 
quality of fish taken off the New Kugland coast 
has improved. Ihe remission of duties to 
Canadian fishermen under provision af the 
treaty for jour years past has amounted to 
$400,000 annually. The total capital inveated in 
American fishiog vesseis in 155¥ eugaged in cod, 
bake, tnackerel, haddock, balilut, pollack, and 
sea-berring, was $7,250,000, and only a small 
proportion of our tshing fleet was engajred in 
the inshore fisueries on tue Canadian coast. 
Nearly every witness in behalf of the Beisl 
Government, ov cross-examination, aut ted 
that, ior the past few vears, the Americat, tish- 
ing fleet in Canadian waters has decreajed in 
numbers because of the iucrease in thi, catch 
along the American coast.

Dispatch ta St. Louis Globe- Democret 
Wasninoton, D. C., duly 18.— Ihe Postmas- 
ter-General has received @ letter from a prom- 
inent citizen of Geo Democrat, asking 
him what assurance the ronment will give 
to the independent elements in that State of 
assistance should they nominate a ticket in oo- 
position to the old Bourbons, who are not in 
sympathy with the peoble, but are simply util- 
izing them for their own seliish interests. He 
alludes to the independept element as gaining 
in numbers, and only needing some recognition 
from the Government to enable it to crystallize 
into a formidabie factor in Southern politics.

INDIA. 
HOW AGRTICULTURISTS ARE OPPRESSED BY 
MONE Y-LENDERS. 
Dispatch to London Times. 
Cavourra, Jaly 7.—At a meeting of the 
Council held at Simla on the 20th 


of June, permission was granted to introduce 
a bill for the relief of indebted agriculturiéts in 
certain districts in the Presiaency of Bombay. 
This is a tentative and partial scheme towards 
solving a most momentous economic problem 
in India. The agricultural classes are to 8 
great extent in the hands of moncy-lenders, 
whose merciless exactions and tyrannous.abuses 
are fostered and protected by the rigid and 
costly nature of the forms of procedure in 
English law courts. These classes are ground 
down to the very dust under the went of 
debt, their condition being one of perpetual 
poverty, which, moreover, has of late been 
Vastly aggravated by consecutive years of bad 
harvests. Speaking generally, the people of 
India are almost entirely dependent on the prod- 
ucts of their soll, the condition of the coun- 
try rising and falling with that of the agricul- 
tural classes. It is unreasourble to expect sat- 
isfaction or contentment with British rule as 
long as the sense of irredeemabie debt burdens 
the people. Af the same time, although this evil 
is of stupendous magnitude, and urgeotly cries 
for remedy, it requires wise and delicate 
treatment. so as not to terminate too abruptly 
the long-subsisting dependence of agricuitur- 
ists upon money-lenders. for assistance on all 
occasions of need. Were this relationship too 
suddenly severed the present condition of the 
ryot would be rendered indefinitely worse, and 
he would probably be the first. to complain of 
the change. 

The report of the Deccan Riots Commission 
on the subject of the serious disturbances 
which occurred in the Bombay ncy 
three years ago, occasioned the en- 
deavors of the ryots to destroy their 
bonds and wreak vengeance on the 
money-lenders, shows some painful examples of 
usurious exactions on the part of money-lend- 
ers. A few cases mav be cited. A ryot had 
borrowed 10 rupees, and at the end of ten years 
had paid on the same loan 110 rupees, but was 
still owing 220 rupees, having in this short 
period accumula a debt thirty-three times 
the amount of the original. Some money-lend- 
ers, during the absence of a perfectly solvent 
ryot, obtained an ex-parte decree for immediate 
execution on a bond for 500 rupees, borrowed 
for purposes of irrigation. An estate worth 
6,000 rupees was sold and bought by the cred- 
itors for a mere nothing. An aged widow 
borrowed 150 rupees on the occasion of 
the wedding of one of her sons and executed a 
mortgage bond thirteen years ago, which gave 
possession of forty acres of land to the money- 
lender, who has ever since been enjoying the 
produce of the ground. He bas bitherto re- 
fused to render an account or surrender posses- 
sion. A ryot borrowed 17 rupees aod a maund 
of grain twenty years ago. He has since paid 
on tne debt 567 rupees, and executed many 
bonds, two for 875 rupees stil! outstanding. 
These are only a few of the infinite number of 
instances recorded of dishonest but legalized 
persecution on the part of money-lenders. 
The principal causes of the ryote’ m- 
debtedness are stated to be obligations 
fur ancestral debt, the inordinate enhance- 
ment of the original debt by ch 8 of com- 
pound interest at exorbitant rates, the constant 
ex act ion from debtors ot renewed bonds, be- 
sides other fictitious charges of various kinds. 
On the occasion of the renewal of bonis advan- 
tage is taken’ by the creditor of court pro- 
cedure: of non-service on the debtor of notice, 
by bribing the court subordidates; of the ca- 
— of the ryot, through ignorance, to defend 
imself; and of his inability to give the time 
required for lengthened attendance at a distant 
court. The object of the proposed legislation 
is to remedy these grievances in the 
following, way: First, to empower the 
courts to adjudicate insolvency on 
the debtor’s own petition; second, to 
limit the power of the civil court as to the sale 
of land in satisiaction of money claims to cases 
where a specific pledge of land has been given 
tn security; thirdly,to render obligatory the 
placing in writing of all contracts for the mort- 
gage of immovable property, and the registra- 
tion of all such documents. This legisiative 
scheme is wise in intention, judicions in princi- 
ple,but far too narrow in scope and too limited 
in application. The evil is general in tts 
nature, and can only be adequately dealt with 
by legislation of general application. Two 
principles urgently» require legislative sup- 
port,—the protection of the depter by 
the abolition of imprisonment for debt, and the 
protection of the creditor by passing a well-con- 
sidered Insolvency act. The Indian Procedure 
act professes to deal with insolvencv, but in so 
half-hearted a manner asto act as an irritant 
rather than a curative. An Insolvency bill of 
general application, containing many admiradie 
provisions, was introduced by Sir James 
Stephen when Lega! Minister, but after the first 
reading was shelved, apparently for no other 
reason than an entire misconception of the 
principle of the bill. The principle, although 
equitable, was a novelty, which provoked suc- 
cessful obstruction to the passing of the meas- 
ure.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 22.—The most im 
portant point developed at the meeting of the 
creditors of Jay Cooke & Co, to-day was, that 
the Northern Pacific was likely to turn 
out well enough so that they could hope 
for a dividend of like 4 
per cent in all. The failure happened 
in September, 1873, and the first dividend 
was in December, 1874, when the Committee of 
Creditors ordered that 5 per cent be paid in 
cash and securities. Since then the Committee 
has kept very quiet, and the Tmmstee has been 
doing everything possible to get thi down to 
a cash basis. There has been a creat deal 
of complaint at the delay of four years in mak - 
ing a settlement, but Mr. Lewis, who is Preaj- 
dent of the Farmers’ & Mechanics’ National 
Bank, and is regarded as one of the shrewdest 
financiers in the citv, thinks it will take 
at least ten years to realize on the estatd 
property unless the creditors take it into 
their own hands, as he proposes. His plan is 
that the whole assets, leaving out two or three 
such as Ogontz, Lake Champlain, should be care- 
fully valued by experts, the Western lands by 
Western experts, by men familiar with 
them, the stocks, bonds, and other securities 
in the same way, by experts. “They should 
be catalogued, the aggregate ascertained, ahd 
then a scrip dividend of that amount issued to 
the creditors. Each one would get a certain 
percentage in scrip and securities, these to be 
sold at public auction for cash or for these se- 
curities, nothing to be sold below the 
catalogue oprice,—ji. e., a creditor with 
$10,000 of scrip could go in and buy bonds, 
or stock, or something else, and thus man- 
age it himself. One of the advantages of 
such a plan would be to give a cash value 
to the scrip. Whatever was not sold at 
the expiration of, say, thirty days could 
be set up at auction, and, after that, any cred- 
itor to be allowed to come in and take them at 
the invoiced price. This is the only way 
in which it can be done. It would 
take a lifetime to sell these Western 
lands at private sale, and it would 
take many years for the securities to 
come to a fair price.

Newark, O., July 22.—This is a great day for 
this pleasant village, and a ereet day for Ohio; 
in fact, the interest in the reunion and celebra- 
tion is not ronfived to one State, but is national 
in its character. Of all the brave men who 
sacrificed their lives in the struggle for.the pres- 
ervation of the Union, perhaps there was no 
more perfect gentleman and popular officer 
than 


MAJ.-GEN. JAMES B. M PHERSON. 

He was loved with an almost worshipful de- 
votion by both the officers and men of the creat 
Army of the Tenneseee, which he commanded ; 
and, when be died bravely leading on his men, 
on the bloody field of Atlanta, he was mourned 
asa near and dear relative by the country at 
large. The history of this noble death, in a few 
words, is as follows: 

It was on July 22. 1864,—fourteen years ago 
to-day, The battle had raged since 
early in the morning with varying success. 
First, one side had posséssion of the rifle-pits,-— 
then the other. Now the Union soldiers charred 
across, and were driven back. At length, while 
ali his aides were busily engaged, in one way 
aud another, it is supposed that the brave Gen- 
eral, at about 2 b. m., rode forward beyond his 
lives. and was shot by a Rebel soldier who rec- 
ognized him by his unttorta. But he was never 
taken or despoiled by the enemy, for in a mo- 
ment the brave command charged after and 
took possession of the ground. The cherished 
dead was brought back to the rear, and Gen. 
Sherman and ali the rest, with uncovered heads, 
s'ood ip the presence oi the great and good de- 

arted. He had been shot direstiy through the 
y. and probabl died instantly. It was a 
great loss to the army, and greatly did all take 
it to heart. He lay in all his glory, without a 
blood-spot upon him, so far as the eye could 
see,—only the fatal bullet-hole visible through 
bis thick, close-fitting regulation coat. 

Gen. Jolin A. Logan, of Lilinois, taking im- 
mediate command of the army, 
the men their loss, and urged them forward to 
avenge the dead hero. 

McPherson was an Ohio boy, having been 
raised near Clyde, in this State, and from that 
village sent to the Academy at West Point; and 
at Clyde his body now rests. 

Gen. Charles R. Woods—a retired army offi- 
eer, Who commanded a aivision inthe Army of 
the lennessee, and was a great admirer of the 
dead hero—first conceived the appropriate pian 
of holding this grand State and National Sor 
diers and Sailers’ Reunion upon this anniver- 
sary dav. The peovie of this enterprising city 
responded to bis efforts, and the result is one 
of tue grandest aifairs of the kind ever held in 
Ohio. 

Iuis is a very fit place for such a gathering. 
One mile west of tne city is located that won- 
Geriul reiic of unimagined antiquity, leit by the 
mythical Moundbuilders, known as 

THE OLD FORT. 

What this is, and how intended, is wholly left 
to conjecture. For years past this spot has fur- 
nished the subject for pamphlets and newspa- 
per-articies almost innumerable, but even now 
it is as much a thing of darkness as ever. The 
following description will furnish some idea of 
the place: It is a circular earthwork or em bank- 
ment, of over a mile in circumierence, standing 
at the present day at a hight of twenty feet, the 
circle being broken oniv by an imposing open- 
ing or gateway on the east, on either side of 
which the ditch is the deepest and the walls 
highest. From this gateway run parallel walls 
of earth a few rods apart, leading Zo and com- 
municating with other fortifications in the 
neighborhood, one of which is au octagon, an- 
other oblong, and still auotber circular. We 
use the common term in ng them fortifica- 
tions, aware that the vexed question of their 
origin and use is veiled in profound mystery. 
Those best skilled in antiquarian lore confess 
themselves puzzied in the investigation to know 
whether these magnificent ramparts were, tar 
back in the olden times, the theatre of bloody 
conflicts between opposing armies, or whether 
they were devoted to some great religious rites 
or national festivals. The first impression they 
make are decidediy military in their character. 
Oue can easily believe that immense wall was 
once thronged with serried ranks ready to battle 
to the death m dehalf of, to them, some great 
cause. Perhaps a host of invaders thus 
strengthened the first possession of the country 
by works that were deemed impregnable, or 
perhaps it was the last stroughold of sume now 
extinct race. That majestic gateway, could it 
speak, micht tell tales of desperate sorties, of 
feints, and of foriorn bopes marching steadily to 
the embrace of death, or of struggies at its 
threshold that would, had they a written his- 
tory, have been parallels of Thermopvie. It was 
no mere barbaric skill which designed this per- 
fect circle, or the mathematical octagon or par- 
allels which adjoin it. The engineer who 
marked out their lines was no rude savage. His 
brain had pondered to some purpose over the 
abstractions of angles and curves. And pet, 
witb all the evidence of bis skill, we wonder not 
a little at his design in placing bis ditch inside 
the wails. Placed on the outside, and before 
fliled as it now is, it would have been a more 
serious obstacle to the enemy than the embank- 
ment itself. This fact, as much as any other, 
seems to point to some other purpose as to the 
cause of its construction. A discovery made afew 
years ago in the centre of the area gives plausi- 
bility to this conjecture. In removing the 
apex of Eagle Mound” (so called from its 
resemblance to a bird with extended wings), 
a flat surface was uncovered, showing evident 
marks of fire, and having upon it ashes and the 
remains of charred wood. tere, upon this 
elevation, once stood, perhaps, an Aztec priest, 
in sight of multitudes, gathered from all parts 
of the lana, celebrating some great religious 
festival. Or, perhaps, there may bave been 
performed the concluding or initiatory ceremony 
of some grand Olympian game, where the 
strongest and bravest met in mimic war or

s it is mystery,—all 
it eonjecture and wonder, 
Ne so evidently great, and 
postesen f civilization, have leit 
nothing eng p fiptured to perpetuate 
the great events of their history. or, at least, 
to give some faint clew to their origin and fate. 
But not more silent are the generations of dim 
old forests that have successively grown and 
ſalleu upon this spot than are these works con- 
cerning their constructors. They datc from an 
antiquity so remote that even the red men have 
no legend or tradition to strengthen any of tne 
various bypotheses that have been formed. 
THE CELEBRATION. 

The town is most elaborately and tastefully 
decorated, and thare is but one patriotic im- 
puss stirring the breasts ofall. At sunrise a

At the close of this arava, after the exe- 
cution of a piece of music, the address of wel- 
come was delivered by Gen. Willard Warner, of 
Alabama, but a former resident of this city. He 
was, a few years aco, United States Senator 
from his adopted State, but has since rather ro- 
tired from politics. Being a former resident of 
this place, it was considered appropriate that be 
should give the welcoming address. e ex- 
pressed his pleasure at seeing so many of his 
old comrades-in-arms, and welcomed all to New- 
ark hospitality and the exercises honoring Me- 
Pherson. He was loudly applauded. 

After another piece of music, the principal 
speech of the day was delievered by Gen. J, 
Warren Keiler, M. C. It was an eloquent ora- 
tion, such as this orator is capable of giving. 
He reviewed the history of McPberson, and 
paid a glowing eulogium to his memory. He 
showed the combination of circumstances 
which led to the bloody but somewbat decisive 
battle of Atlanta; and closed with the expres- 
sion of hope for the future prosperity and 
peace of the country. The address was listened 
to attentively and enthusiastically applauded. 

PRESIDENT HAYES 
was introduced and paid a fine tribute to the 
memory of McPherson, by giving the opinions 
of the Generals over him and those who knew 
bim best. Gov. Bishop was next introduced, 
and. slowly adjusting his spectacies, read a few 
words in his usual hesitating manner from a 
piece of manuscript. Calls were then loudly 
made for 
GEN. SHERMAN, 

who came forward amid a perfect storm of ap- 
plause. His speech was short, but anything 
from him was appreciated by the boys. He 
said that the old soldiers were 
often afraid that the results of 
the War werelgoing to be lost in the indifference 
of peace. It sometimes seems as though 
nothing but war will bring the people out in 
their strength and power. He was giad to 
have the men come out in this way with their 
wives and children. It would do them good to 
revive the memories of their hardships and 
struggles. He closed with the hope that civil 
war might never again come. Attorney-General 
Devens was next introduced, and made a bappy 
speech. He was rejoiced at this celebration of 
the day on which the noble hero sacrificed his 
life. 

EX-GOV. FLETCHER, OF MISSOURI, 
being introduted, thanked the people of Ohio 
that Obio soldiers came over and saved the di- 
vided State of Missouri. He related some very 
humorous stories of Gen. Sherman. He said 
that the latter used to wear an old blouse and 
ride a 6:40 horse, but had now gota new coat 
with brass buttons and spangies on it. Just at 
this moment the platform, which had become 
too heavily loaded with people, went down with 
a great crash, and with considerable difficulty 
Gen. Sherman and President Hayes escaped 
from the debris. At length 

a GEN. GARFIELD 

was enthusiastically called for, and responed in 
a speech that made the old suldiers cheer and 
cheer again. He said that the fact was, we were 
right and our enemies were wrong, and so long 
as this was not admitted there would be a con- 
stant quarrel, and suquld be. He thought war 
had done much for the people, with all its dis- 
advantages. The people became acquainted 
with each other and the various resources of 
the countrv, in a way they never could have 
done otherwise. At the ciose of the speeches a 
free supper was served to tne soldiers, aud tue) 
gradually dispersed. 

IT WAS THE GREATEST CROWD 
ever got together in this portion of the State. 
and numbered at least 20,000. in the evening a 
grand banquet was given in honor of the dis- 
tinguished guests of the Lansing House. Pres- 
ident Hayes and party return to Washington on 
the 1 o’clock train tonight, while Gen. Sherman 
goes back to his country residence vear 
ter, where his family are now residing.

NELSON G. ISBELL.

LANSING, Mich., July 22.—Tne Hon. Nelson 
G. Isbell, a prominent, respected citizen of this 
city and State, died at his rooms in the Lansing 
House yesterday afternoon of nervous prostra- 
tion. Mr. Isbell came to Michigan in 1644. In 
1847 he was elected on the Whig ticket te the 
State Senate, the only Whig elected, which fact 
led Horace Greeley to jo¢osely remark in the 
New York Tribune: We are on the eve of a 
Presidential election, and much danger may 
come to the nation by a division in the councils 
of the Whig party in the Michigan Senate.” He 
was re-elected two years after. He served as 
Deputy United States Marshal in 1850. In 1858 
be was elected Secretary of State, served one 
term, and declined a renomination in 1%1. He 
was commissioned by Lincoln Collector of the 
Port of Detroit, and with the exception of a 
brief interim during Johnson's Administration 
he served seven and a half years. He was 24 
vears of age when be came to Michigan. Mr. 
Isbell was a single man. He leaves property 
valued at between $75,000 ana $100,000 te two 
nephews and a niece, Flags were displaved on 
the public buildings in respect to his memory.

The Shocking News from Minnesota 
Principally Wheat-Shooks. 


A Slight Deterioration in Quality, but an 
Unequaled Quantity. 


The State Almost Sure to Garner 
40,000,000 Bushels. 


Propitious Oondition of the Weather Ac oe 
Last Saturday, 


Thousands of Bread Fields Already Dotted with 
Upright Sheaves. 


MINNESOTA. 
Spectal Dispatches to fhe Tribune. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minu., July 22,—The harvest 
has commenced on the high prairie. The crop 
was never larger, but the quality is not up to 
last year—mostly No. 2 Timber apd low 
ground is lodged and some blight. ‘The average 
yield is equal to last year. Telegrams from 
forty points in Southeast Minnesota, received 
to-night, report the harvest commenced in all 
that section. Prospects have much inivroved 
since last week. ‘Che average yield at nearly all 
points is fifteen to twenty bushels per acre. 
There are only two places below fifteen and 
several twenty-five. The quality has suffered 
more than tbe quantity. Barley is nearly 
4 failure, being badly damaged by 
storms. Corn looks well. Southern Dakota 
reports the harvest commenced this week. 
Prospects are better iu Southwestern Minnesota. 
Wheat is slightly injured by the excessive heat, 
but there is every prospect of a good harvest 
this week. 

Telegrams from Manitoba to-day report 
wheat, oats, and barley better than ever known 
before In that Province. Telegrams from the 
line of the Northern Pacific Railroad report 
crops in splendid condition, no rust or blight. 
The harvest commences the last of this or the 
tirst of next week. Counties on the line of 
the St. Paul & Pacific and St. Paul & Sioux 
City Roads report but little damege by 
storm, blight, or rust, and the prospect of larger 
vield, but of a quality not up to 18/7,—a larger 
portion No. 2. All reports to-day by telegraph 
show an improved condition of the crops, and 
that the damage has been overestimated, The 
weather is cool and fair throughout the State. 
Considerable wheat is in shock. 

Rochssren, Minn., July 22.—The result of 
my trip by team yesterday and to-day through 
one of the best wheat sections of Minnesota has 
more than confirmed my dispaten of the 20th 
relative to the exaggerated reports of the dam- 
age to wheat in this State. From personal in- 
spection of fields within a circuit of fifty 
miles, [am happily disappointed. Never was 
there a more beautiful stand of wheat, so little 
lodged or rusty, the acreage being simply im- 
mense, and the blight but a fraction as large as 
I had been led to believe from the doleful sto- 
ries of the chronic croakers in this section. It 
is safe to estimate the crop at from eighteen to 
twenty-five dusbels peracre. Harvesting will 
be general the last of this week. The weather 
is favorable and cool, 74 in the shade. If it con- 
tinues, Minnesota is good for 40, 000.000 bushels 
of wheat, if not more, and 10 per cent of the 
crop of 1877 is vet tn first bands. 

Wrnona, Minn., July 22.—bhe cool, bright 
weather which began in this part of the State on 
Saturday improves the crop prospects. Reports 
are conflicting as to the amount of damage 
done, but it has probably been exaggerated. 
Good jud¢es think the crop will average at least 
twelve bushels per acre throughout the State, 
butof a quality iuferior to last year. It appears 
that the heavy rains last week did not extend 
west oi St. Peter, and the yield in that vicinity 
is estimated at ‘tweuty bushels per acre. Har- 
vest begins generally this week.

ABSOLUTE RUBBISH. 


Ex-Gov. Palmer on Fiat Shinplasters—Reads 
Democrats a Lesson. 
State Reg: ster, July 19. 

It is deplorable that so many Democratic Con- 
ventions, State and local, continue to use so 
much worn-out political rubbisb in the con- 
struction of their platforms. The platforms of 
the State Conventions of Ohio, Arkausas, and 
Missouri abound in this dead matter,.“ which 
adds bulk, but neither symmetry nor strength, 
to their bandiwork, while many Congressional 
and Senatorial District Conventions in this and 
other States have imitated their pernicious ex- 
ampies. The rubbish that has heretofore sur- 
rounded the currency question is that which 
the managers of some Democratic Conventions 
find most difficulty in casting to the bats and 
the owls, and, unhappily, while they have re- 
tained the rubbish, they have appropriated and 
indorsed theories that are radically unsound and 
vicious, and still have vitality enough to be dan- 
gerous. We have before us now the proceedings 
of several of these Democratic Conventions and 
their platforms, that illustrate the fondness 
with which men cling to dead as well as danger- 
ous fallacies. 

in one of the counties of this State, for exam- 
ple, the Democracy lately assembled in conven- 
tion, and, after adopting resolutions fully ex- 
pressive of Democratie theories in regard to 
standing armies, the subordination of tae mili- 
tary to the civil authority. aud the limitation of 
the authority of the Federal Government by the 
Constitution, it proceeds to assert that the Fed- 
eral Government has authority to issue paper 
money and make it a legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, which is a more despotic and 
dangerous power than was ever ciaimed for the 
Federal Government by any party thateever ex- 
isted in this country; a power that tue British 
Government bas not claimed for itself since the 
revolution of 1688, and is actually inconsistent 
with the principles of constitutional republican- 
isin. 

It may be well enough said that it is the duty 
of the Gevernment of the United States, in the 
exercise ol its power to levy and collect taxes, to 
anticipate its revenues by the issue of the notes 
of its Treasury, payable in coin at the will of the 
holder. Such Treasury notes as were sug- 
gested by Mr. Jefferson would be preferable as 
a currency for general use to the bank issues, 
and that course would enable the Treasury vo 
divorce itself from the banks. Such a policy is 
in harman with democratic ideas of govern- 
ment, but the claim that the Federal Govern- 
ment has power to make paper tokens, whether 
in the form of promises to pay, or in the form 
% Good for 810,“ as some propose, money, and 
then compel their use, is undemocratic in prin- 
cipie and infinitely absurd as a pian of practical 
finance. Why will Democratic Conventions 
continue to give their indursement to such in- 
finite nonscuse! 

There is now no apology in the condition of 
the country for tbe contiaued assertion oi these 
fallacies by Democrats, even if it ever was justi- 
fiable. Ihe paper issues of the Treasury and of 
the banks are now pfactically convertiple into 
coin, and for that reason, of value with 
coin. Do Democrats desire to alter this 
condition of things? Dotbey desire that the 

currency shall be made more valuable, 
and therefore more difficult to be obtained, than 
coin, or do they seek to cheapen the paper cur- 
rency, that it may be less valuable than coin! 
lf they desire only that the paper currency 
should be of equal value with coin, do they not 
know that po law can equalize them, and is it 
necessary to inform intelligent men that the 
only mode by which coin aud paper issues can 
be made of equal value is that of making them 
convertible iuta each other, at the will of those 
who may hold either ! It is time that Demo.

A Batch of Decisions by Judge 
Blodgett. 


Judge Loomis Overrules the Objections to 
the Hyde Park Taxes.

JUDGE BLODGETT. 
MORTGAGES TO FOREIGN CORPORATIONS. 

Yesterday morning Judge Biodgett rendered 
three decisiods on various subjects, none of 
which were of much importance, they being the 
tall end of the many cases disposed of by him 
in clearing his table. Tue first point to which 
his attention was directed covered about adozen 
of lorcelosure suits brought by the Connecticut 
Mutual Lite-Insurance Company against N. P. 
Wuder and various other defendants, iu which 
the pléa was set uv that a foreign corporation 
has no right to take and hold real-estate securi- 


ties in this State. The Court said that the de- 
fense claimed that the Supreme Court of 
Iilinois had virtually decided, in a series of 
cases beginning with that of Carroll vs. East 
St. Louis, that foreien corporations could not 
take and hold real-estate securities for invest- 
ments in this State. The present cases had 
been unavoidably delaved in their disposal for 
over a year since their argument. and in the 
meantime Mr. Justice Harlan had the other 
day met and disposed of the whole matter in 
the well-known case of Hards against the 
Connecticut Mutual, deciding against the de- 
tense set up. Tue 2 lu the present cases 
would be held insufficient in consequence. 

COOLING BREEZES FROM AN ADMIKALTY CASE. 

Mariners always read au admiralty decision 
with interest. That of the collision between 
the Canadian schooner Lady Dufferin and the 
American schooner J. D. Sawver, was a 
pieasing interlude between the somewhat 
drier topics discussed by Judge Blodgett yester- 
day. his was a libel flied by Jobida W. 
Schooley, owner of the schooner Lady Dufferin, 
against the ecuoouer Sawver for damages ovca- 
sioned by a collision which took place about 
seven miies off Point au Pelee in Lake Erie be- 
tween the above vessels. On the might of Nov. 
10, 1874, the Dufferin was proceeding on a vos- 
age from Adoiphustown, Ont. About 1 o’clock 
in the morning of Nov. 25, when about seven 
miles off Point au Pelee, she sighted the Saw- 
yer. The evidence shows that at the time in 
question the vessels were approaching each 
other. The night was brigut and starry, 
aud clear enough to see the vessels 
without the aia of their lights. The 
wind was south southwest. The Dutf- 
ferin was heading west by south, 
clese hauied. The Sawyer was sailiug on par- 
allel lines to the Vufferin’s course, with the 
wind free on her quarter. Under the maritime 
rules the Dufferia was entitled to hold her 
course, and should have done so. When tue 
vesse!s were from a quarter to half a mile apart 
the Sawver put her helm to starboard, thereby 
necessarily crossing the bows of the Dufferin. 
li the Dufferin had kept her course she might 
have gone to wiodward of the Sawver, but sue 
ported her helm and edsed off her sheets, in 
consequence of which a collision was unavoid- 
able. The Sawyer collided with the Dufferin, 
striking her a giancing blow on ner port bow, 
which started her to leak badly and disabled 
ber. By the greatest exertions, aided by a 
tug a some extra hands, the vessel was 
gotten into the port of Detroit. where she was 
laid up ior some six days undergoing repairs. 
The owners claimed $3,000 in their sult against 
the Sawyer for the damages, delay, and ex- 
penses. 

In deciding the case Judge Blodgett said that. 
under the circumstances, he felt it his duty to 
find that both vessels were in fault. He could 
not imagine bow a collision could have thus 
taken place between two vessels on aclear night 
unless both were considerably in fault. He 
would so decide, and refer the matter to Com- 
missioner Proudfoot to fix the damages between 
the two. — 

FRAUDULENT PREFERENCES IN BANKRUPTCY. 

Judge Biodgett also, in the bankruptcy mat- 
ter of Isaac Jones, rendered a decision dismiss- 
ing the petition of Luke Hemmingway, asking to 
have the balance of a $12,000 mortgage paid by 
the Assignee of the bankruyt Jones. Jones m 
1868 was a merchant at Dixon, in this State, 
enjoying an extensive credit, having in the fall 
of 1568 bought some $40,000 worth of goods on 
credit. Jones, in November, 1868, gave Hem- 
mingway a chattel mortgage for $12,000, it 
being provided that Jones should keep posses- 
sion and carry on his usual retail business. 
This he did until about the middle of January, 
when the Hemmingwav notes began to come 
due, and then he began selling ar below 
cost, and paying the proceeds to Hemmingway 
until there only remained about $3,100 due. On 
Jan. 27, 1864, bankruptcy proceedings were 
begun against Jones, and the Marshal seized 
and sold the assets, realizing only some $4,000 
to $5,000. The Assignee, in answer to Hem- 
mingway’s petition, sets up fraud. 

Judge Biodgett said the evidence showed that 
Jones and Hemmingway had had dealings for 
upwards of a year, the former lending Jones' 
firm $1,000 to $3,000 at a time on his daue-bills. 
The eyidenee of one Morris showed that Jones 
received $4,500 and gave a mortgage for 612.000. 
Jones said he never owed Hemmingway ever 
$3,000, and that the mortgage was given to pre- 
vent creditors from seizing stock. The mort- 
gage, said Judge Blougett, whether fraudulent 
or not, was clearly void under the Bankrupt act 
as it stood then. Hemmingway must have 
known that Jones was solvent. and that he 
wanted the money to pay past-due paper aud to 
tide over his troubles. The Court could hardly 
conceive how a couutry retail dealer borrowing 
small sums to tide over a financial difficulty 
could be considered solvent. It was clearly notice 
to Hemmingway. Supposing the mortgage 
valid, Hemmingwav had alreauy received more 
than the money advanced from the sale of the 
goods prior to bankruptcy. The petition would 
therefore be dismissed. 


COUNTY COURT. 
HYDE PARK TAXES. 

Judge Loomis, ‘sitting in the County Court, 
gave his decision yesterday morning in the mat- 
ter of the objection filed by Elliott Anthony to 
the Hyde Park village taxes for 1877. The ob- 
jection made was to the items in the Appropria- 
tion bil] for the salaries of Village Collector, 
Assessor, and President of the Board of Trust- 
tees, each as being for officers not authorized 
by the village charter. The constitutional ques- 
tion was also raised as to whether the bonded 
indebtedness of the South Park Commission 
and the bonded indebtedness ot Hyde Park should 
not be taken altogether to make up the 5 per 
cent limitation of indebtedness prescribed in the 
Constitution. 

On the first question raised the Scart held, 
substantially, that the viliage is li he City 
of Chicago, under the General law. or like all 
cities organized under that law; that it has the 
right to appoint the officers specilically enu- 
merated in the General Incorporation act, and 
all such officers as may be needed for the con- 
duct of municipal affairs. The Supreme Court, 
it was held, had detided ou this point in the 
Law case, holding that the city may maintain 
an Assessor and Collector if it sbali see ut 
todoso. it, therefore, followed that the Town 
on Village Assessor of Hyde Park might have 
been properly appointed, and the assessment 
for the purpose af paying his salary was not io- 
valid. The objection was, therefore, overruled. 

In deciding the other objection, involving the 
question of constitutional limitation of in- 
debtedness, the Court remarked that Hyde 
Park, Lake, and South Chicago were created a 
tax district to maintain the South Park, and 
the South Park Commission was made a mu- 
nicipal corporation for the purpose of levying 
taxes, etc., to support that park. It was con- 
tended by the objector that this indebtedness 
of the South Park became a town ivdebted- 
ness. The Park Commissioners were authorized 
to borrow. money aud issue bonds, 
the issue in this case amounting to $2,000,000, 
of which $1,616,000 was now outstanding. 
This. it was claimed, was a part of the towns’ 
indebteduees, for the reason that the towns 


constituting the distri¢t were irrevocably bound 
to pay the same. It was further concended by 
the objector that the limitation clause pro- 


hibited a county from incurring indebtedness to 


an amount exceeding 5 per cent on the value of 


all taxable property, and that, if the county 


did iveur that indeotedness, there was a pro- 


hibition upon any municipal corporation em- 
braced in the limits of the county. If cue in- 
terpretation placed on the law by the objector 
were correet, and if the indebtedness of the 
South Park, connected with the Village of Hyde 
Park, exceeded the 5 per cent limit, tuen 
there was no right to incur any further indcht- 
edness. But the Court, following the rule laid 


down by the Supreme Court in the Springficid 


vs. Edwards case in regard to constru tiou. did 
not s0 interpret the statute. The meaning was, 
in the Court's opinion, that neither town, sepa- 
rately, should be allowed to become indebted, 
including existing indebtedness, to an amount 
in the aggregate exceeding 5 per cent of the 
taxabie property therein; that the words “in 
the aggregate” referred to the indebtedness

$19,544,870, of which 5 per cent was $977,243.50. 
To that limit Hyde Park could become indebt- 
ed, and it would be seen that the total indebt- 
edoceas would be less than the 5 per vent allowed 
by the Constitution. The objection was not, 
therefore, well taken. 

Mr. Anthony raisea the point that a Village 
Assessor could not levy a tax, that only a 
Township Assessor could do that: and alse 
quoted from the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Law case, in which it was held 
that, as to these different toy us. they cannot 
either separately or conjointly transcend that 
limit.” ‘The Court held that the words referred 
to the power of the General Assembly and of the 
municipality. Bat as to these two points, at 
the request of Mr. Anthony, the Court decided 
to hear iurther arguments at some fyture time, 
overruling the otner objections. 

Several minor objections to the tax of 1877 
were argued. In one case the city tax of 
1873-74, about which so much bas been said, 
was fouched on, but the real issue was not 
argued. What was said was simply introduc- 
tory to the main question affecting this tax, the 
argument upon which will commence to-day, 
aud continue for several days.

LE MANNEQUIN. 


A Queer Little Statue, and the Pretty Le- 


gend Connected with It. 
C. C. Fulton in Halt more American. 


BnosszLs, Juue 2i.—Among the fountains of 
Brussels there is none that commands such at- 
tention of the stranger as this diminutive figure, 
and there is none that is beld in such reverence 
by the people of Brussels. It is a droll curiosity, 
while at the same time it is a true picture of 
innocence and nature. He stands on his pedestal, 
showing by Lis countenance that he is oblivious 


of the iact that he is surrounded by spectatora, 
and that some of them glance at him from be- 
hind their fans. It is the figure of a hearty and 


robust little boy, about 6 years of age, standing 
oa a pedes:al over a balf-circie basin, and as he 
has been frequently stolen or defaced au orna- 
mental iron railing incloses both the basin and 
the statue. But Le Mannequin is an historical 
character, and he has siood for 400 years in his 
present position. ‘The first statue was in stone, 
but 260 years ago it Was replaced by the preseut 
drouze igure by Duquesnoy. There are various 
legends in connection with it, the best accepted 
of which is that the son of a distinguished man 
bad been lost for some time, haviug straved 


away. This part of Brussels was theo a thicket, 


and it was on the spot on which the fountain 
was subsequently erected by his father that ue 
was found, aiter diligent search, just in the 
position and in the act which the statue repre- 
sents. In gratitade for his recovery the fount- 
ain was erected, and has stood durjng all the 
vicissitudes of war and changes of Govern- 


ment. It has been from time immemo- 


rial an object of popular affection. On 


grand holidays it has always been the custom 


of Le Mannequin to wear a costume, and an 


officer is regulariy appointed and paid by the 


City Council of Brussels, whose duty it is to 


dress him on these occasions aud to keep him 


in repair and in running order. When Louis 
XV. captured Brussels in 1747 be wore a large 


White cockade gn bis hat. In 1759 be was 
dréessé€ out in colors of the Brabangon reyola- 
tiovists, and the Empire girded him with the 


French tri-color under Napoicop. The Dutch 


Government imposed the Orange colors upon 
him. The days of Seotember beheld bim 
dressed in a biouse. and under the present 


reign, on grand occasions, he generally wears 


the tunic of the Civil Guard. This little man- 


imate figure has been the object of several be- 
quests, from which some idea of the sentiment 


of the people of Brussels in relation to him may 


be judged. The object of these bequests was 


to furnish a fund, not only to furnish him with 
dresses for fetes, but also to keep the fountain 
in good order, and repair and renew it when 
necessary. ‘Ibis is the funa which the city ad- 
ministers, and which pays for his Chamberlain. 
A Dangerous Lightoing-Rod. 

The Cincinnati (Gazette prints a letter written 
by the late Prof. Henry, of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, on the subject of a lightning-rod 


without ground connections. The letter was in 


response to ove written by a gentleman in 
Lebanon, O., who had heard arguments in favor 
of the vew rod, but who was not convinced, 
This is the letter: 


SMITHSONIAN InstitvTion, Wasutnetox, April 


27, 1878.—Sin: The plan of lightning-rod you 


desbribe is an extreme application of the method 


introduced some years ago of discharging electric- 
ity by points. It was supposed that a great im- 
provement was wade by placing projecting points 
on all sides of the rod throughout its whole extett. 
Another supposed improvement was to termingte 


the end of the rod near the ground in a sharp 
point, but both these pians are at variance with 
the true principles ef electrical protection, whica 


consists in drawing the electricity from all the 
space occupied by tue roof of the house to the 
point of a continuons rod intimateiy connected 
with the earth by means of water-pipe, gas- pisse, 
or other masses of metal. The trod saould be par- 
fectly smooth, and so gonstructed as to receive the 
electricity at the upper ond and transmit it silently 
to the ground. ‘ 

The action of a positive cloud on the U-shaped 
rod, shown in the circular you send, would, by in- 


duction, render each branch of the U negatively 
electrified and the horizontal part positively. In 


this case a discharge would tend to enter esch 
branch at the same moment, and descend in a cur- 
rent through the middie of the horizontal part 


into the roof. ia my opinion. a rod pai up in this 


manner is werte than none at all.

THE ALLEGED “SCARCITY OF CURRENCY.” 

There ig a persistent and determined ef- 
fort making by the flat-absolutists to im- 
press a portion of the people with the belief 
that the hard times and the scarcity of em- 
ployment are due to an insufficiency of cur- 
rency to transact the commerce of the coun- 
try, and the inability of men to find money 
enough to meet the ordinary requirements of 
trade and business, It is claimed by the 
‘‘absolutists” that, if there were more 
money created, there would be more in cir- 
culation, enabling men to hire more labor, 
ald more value in wages. Nothing was ever 
at greater variance with facts than this state- 
ment as to the insufficiency of the volume of 
mouey to meet all the requirements of busi- 
ness and trade. Iu the first place, what is 
the amount of money in sight in this coun- 
try,—and by t e term in sight” we mean 
that which is known to exist and that which 
is available for any business purpose for 
which it may be wanted? Tue following 
figures will furnish an answer:

Calling this sum, for convenience of recol- 
lection, $800,000,000 of coin and paper in 
actual use and available for any and every 
purpose for which money is used in busi- 
ness, the question arises how far this sura is 
sufficient to meet the wantsof business and 
afford the means of performing ordinary 
eash transactions. Estimating the popula- 
tion of the United States, including the ne- 
groes, at 45,000,000, which, with an average 
of five persons to each family, will give 
9,000,000 of families, and $90 per family to 
be paid out or received daily to meet the re- 
quirements of each family. Of the American 
people, it may be assamed that 8,000,000 of 
families live upon their manual labor and 
daily, weekly, or season’s earnings; that is 
to say, their expenditures are controlled by 
their receipts. Of these, the receipts, taking 
all industrial occupations into consideration, 
may be put down at $2, $3, $4, or $5 per day, 
ranging irom $12 to $30 per week for each 
family. The amount of currency, paper and 
coin, in circulation averaging $90 per family 
per day, or, turned over daily, is equal to 
$540 of transactions per week, whereas the 
average earnings aud expenditures of the 
week will not exceed $30, or the fifteenth 
part of the power of the money to handle 
their business. 

The receipts by the people represent their 
expenditures, and all purposes of these re- 
ceipts and expenditures do not call for the 
actual handling or use of one dollar out of 
three of the currency in circulation. If 
there be $3 in currency outstanding for every 
$1 needed in making the cash transactions 
of the whole people, with what reason or 
intelligence, or even common respect for 
truth,can the assertion be repeated, day after 
day, that the country is enduring intolerable 
suffering and poverty because of a want of 
currency to enable the people to transact 
their ordinary business,—to hire labor, to 
pay wages, or purchase commodities ? 

The business of the country is not, how- 
ever, carried on except in part by the actual 
handling of money. The man who has to 
pay $500 or $1,000, or $10,000 in cash 
for labor, does not keep his money on his 
person, or in a trunk, or in a crock at his 
house. He keeps it deposited in bank, and 
when he checks out what he needs, and the 
money is distributed among the workmen, it 
finds its way back into bank almost imme- 
diately. Nearly every man or woman in this 
country who has any money beyond the need 
of daily current expenditures deposits it 
somewhere for safe-keeping. He only checks 
out cash to make wages-payments to his 
employes. In paying bills and making pur- 
chases, he makes out a check and hands it 
over to the creditor, who deposits the check 
back in a bank, and thus no money whatever 
is employed, except in the Clearing-House 
balances. The immense transactions in stocks 
and bonds in New York are almost all made 
by checks on banks, and rarely with money. 
All the goods sold by the East to the West, 
and all the sales made by the West to the 
East, are paid for almost exclusively by 
bank checks and bills of exchange. The 
banks, however, remit or receive packages 
of currency by express. A small per cent 
of money ever actually changes hands in 
comparison with the aggregate of the cash 
transactions. 

The average amount of money on hand 
in every family is comparatively small, The 
week's receipis are expended d the 
week, It is not often that anybody outside 
of merchants or banks have $100 in their 
pockets at one time,—their funds being 
either loaned out or on deposit in some bank. 


Even in families of larger means, the hold- 


ing of cash is limited; money is kept in 
bank, and only that much retained in the 
pocket that is needed to meet the current 
expenditures of the dwellings. The tendency 
to put money—even silver or gold—on de- 
posit in banks is strong, which would not be 
the case if thers was an msufllaleney of it 
* 


tor currency, and we have no doubt that the 


whole sum of money actually held in the 
pockets of the people for current uses is less 
than $25,000,000 of silver and $125,000,000 
of paper, or $150,000,000 in all. And yet 
these demagogues of the Cary and Pouxnor 
stripe are claiming that, with $800,000,000 
of paper and coin in actual existence subject 
to any call for its use, there is a general suf- 
fering because there is not money enough to 
meet the wants of trade! 

It may be asked, Where, if only $150,000,000 
of money is held in active circulation, passing 
from hand to hand, is the rest of the 800 
millions of money? The auswer is furnished 
by the universal custom in this country of 
almost every mau having any sum of 
money in excess of his daily wants de- 
positing it in some bank or with some other 
person for.safé-keeping. This is shown in 
the fact that there are on deposit:

This much money stands to the credit of 
the millions of depositors. The money not 
in actual use is deposited in these banks ; 
it is loaned out, and finds its way back 
again, aud this process is forever going 
on,—the surplus, after supplyimg the 
limited wants for -cash transactions, 
immediately returns to the banks. The 
habits of the American people are wholly 
different iu this respect from those of France. 
In France the persons other than merchants 
and traders who deposit money in banks are 
exceptions. The farmers and workingmen 
rarely borrow or lend. The rule among the 
mass of the people is to hoard and hide coin, — 
each family ‘hiding away what they can, to 
be dug up and used gt some future day to 
serve a8 @ portion for daughtersfor to pur- 
chase a few acres for dach son. Even among 
a wajority of the storekeepers, the rule is for 
each to keep his owa money, and not deposit 
it with others, A consequence is that in al- 
most every house in France there is asum of 
money, gold and silver, put away in a pot 
or crock and buried. This explains why such 
a comparatively large amount of coin is need- 
ed in France. Nearly all that which in this 
country makes up the #2,000,000,000 on de- 
posit in bauks is hoarded in private hands in 
France, but is, however, no more in active 
circulation in that country than it is in the 
United States In both countries the 
amount needed for daily eash transactions is 
but small to that in actual existence. 
In view of these facts, concerning which 
there is no dispute, how abominable is tue 
effrontery of Sam Cary, Brick Pomznoy, 
and the other apostles of flat shinpiasters, 
in demanding as a remedy for hard times 
the issue of vast quantities of irredeemable 
scrip of inferior value, in order to enable 
people to carry on business! There is no 
man who has anything to sell for which 
another man has any profitable use to which 
he can put it who will ever lose a sale be- 
cause of the want of currency in the coun- 
try in which to execute the transaction. 


GRANT AND. BEACONSFIELD. 
Drsrager, Earl of Beaconsfield and 
Premier of Eugland, is now enjoying the 
greatest triumph of his life. He has saved 


England from war, has resched Turkey as a 


European Power from threatened dismem- 
berment, claims to have secured for his own 
Government all the guarantecs desired in 
the East, and has certainly acquired a domain 
over the Island of Cyprus which will give 
Great Britain great commercial and strateg- 
ical advantages. The youthful author of 
„Vivian Grey” could never have dreamed 
of more glory than has been the lot of the 
ripe statesman, who returns to find his path 
strewn with flowers on his way to London, 
who is feted by the official class and ap- 
plauded by the populace, who enjoys the 
favor ef the Queen, and has assured the fur- 
ther tenure of power to the party of which 
he is the leader. It is not unlikely that 


Disragui will be given a Ducal coronet, the 


sign of the highest rank of English nobility ; 
but it will scarcely add to his 
personal gratification, 
its hight, and will certainly not enlargo his 
fame. Dusrarisz is all now that he can be 
in his time,—the greatest living exponent of 
English conservatism, enterprise, ambition, 
and moral force. 

At the same time it must have occurred to 
some of our readers, in the light of Gen. 
Grant's contmued honors abroad, meted out 
to hum whigrever he goes, that this British 
nobleman and Premier has not mounted the 
ladder of greatness as high as our American 
ex-President and private citizen. Disraxui’s 
reception, bonorable and flattering to him 


as it is, is at the hands of his own people; 


it was more or less a parity demonstration 
that awaited him, and there was a large de- 
gree of selfishness in the motives that 
prompted it. Grant's reception abroad, not 
abating one whit in enthusiasm since his 
arrival at Liverpool some eighteen moaths 
ago, is remarkable for the unanimity of 
welcome he has found at the hands 
of all peoples and all parties. He 
has met the same spontaneous and cordial 
greeting from Royalty and the common folk. 
It has been but a couple of weeks since he 
was dining with Prince Bismarcn, where he 
was regarded and treated as one of the fore- 


most men in the world, and now he goes 


through Norway with crowds awaiting him 
ac the way-stetions,—as‘enthusiastic appa- 
rently as his reception in America will be 
when he returns home. All through Ger- 
many, too, the popular demonstrations were 
such as the phlegmatic Tentons have not in- 
dulged in since they welcomed the triumphal 
return of the German army from the war 
with France. In countries separated by 
thousands of miles from his native land, and 
among peoples speaking different languages, 
boasting different traditions, and isolated by 
different temperaments and customs, he has 
found the same hearty welcome, par- 
taking at once of admiration and sym- 
pathy. Drsragu, the great statesman of 
the great Empire of Great Britain, 
could not hope for any sach demoustrations 
from foreign peoples if he should go on his 
travels, There is probably not another man 
of this generation, whether crowned head, 
statesman, warrior, or philosopher, who 
could command such universal homage for 
himself, and for the ideas and events he 
might represent, as has awaited this Ameri- 
can private citizen wherever he has gone. 

It would be curious to trace back the 
strongly-contrasted antecedents of these two 
prominent figures, which have variously led 
them up to the eminent positions they now 
occupy before tho workl, Perhaps there 
were never two better types respectively of 
English and American success. Disparui 
started out with a polite education, which 
was developed by application into cult- 
ure, and at first took a literary He 
possessed large social advantages in spite of 
his Hebrew origin, and his books gave him 
@ certain prestige among the aristocrats, 
whose influences are so efficacious in E iglish 
politics.

special approval of the British Board of 
Trade and the commercial instinct of the 
English people. His triumphs, whether in 
Andia,-in South Africa, or in Asia Minor by 
the acquisition of Cyprus, have been in the 
direction of extended commercial supremacy. 
He has accomplished all that any British 
leader could have accomplished with the 
same opportunities. Grant's career has dif- 
fered from Drsragur’s at almost every point; 
while the latter is the embodiment of modern 
English ambition, the former is the most 
striking exemplar of American methods, 
Gnavr's origin and early life were compara- 
tively obscure. . There was nothing in all his 
career up to the breaking out of the Ameri- 
can War of the Rebellion that would 
arrest passing attention. He was a quiet, 
reticent, wayfaring man, who had never 
enjoyed greater educational advantages than 
West Point affords, who seemed to have for- 
gotten what he learned there, who had lived 
on the Plains for a time as an army officer, 
and who had relapsed into the most uninter- 
esting, hum-drum sort of existence in a 
small interior town, But it was this man 
who became the genius of the War, the Gen- 
eral who never knew when he was whipped, 
the final conqueror of the rebellious armies, 
the most conspicuous figure among the 
saviors of the Union, and the most familiar 
name throughout the world in connection 
with the preservation of the American Re- 
public and the destruction of slavery on the 
American Continent. There have been no 
other events within the life of our present 
great men that could impart so much glory 
to any one of them as the successful issue of 
the American War, fought for the mainte- 
nance and progress of human rights, gave to 
Geant. This is the secret of his pre-emi- 
nence now, so vividly marked by his recep- 
tion abroad; Dinant never enjoyed such 
au opportunity, however he might or might 
not have improved it. 

It is difficult to write of Guanr and his 
deeds at the presént ti me without being sus- 
pected of some sécret alliance with a con- 
spiracy to elect him President for a third 
term, and perhaps of the deep design of 
paving the way for his repeating Czsan’s 
folly. But we refer to Grayt now merely 
as a historic figure, standing out more boldly 
than ever before by reason of the universal 
recognition he has received abroad. It is in 
tlre character in which the European people 
have received Gen. Grawr that he will live 
hereafter, and it is in this character that he 
is now a source of pride and self-esteem to 
all Americana, without thought of party 
politics. ‘The great men and the masses of 
people who are doing him honor in every 
country in Europe are not familiar with the 
mistakes, mishaps, and foibles that marred 
bis second term as President. They ignore 
these things now, as history will to a large 
extent hereafter, and the honors they pay 
him are salutes to the American success 
which he typifies. He has borne these hon- 
ors with a physical endurance, @ moral pa- 
tienoe, and a simple, republican demeanor 
that are characteristic of the man and cr3d- 
itable to the American people, and his tour 
among foreign peoples will undoubtedly add 
to the general faith, now and in the future, 
in his great uative ability, su wonderfully 
adapted to the time and, circumstances that 
best employ ed it. 
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A JUDICIAL FARCE IN S0oUTrR CAROLINA. 

The case of the South Carolina moon- 
shiner,” Lewis R. Repmonp, to which fre- 
quent allusion has been made in the press 
dispatches of late, very clearly indicates the 
ideas of justice that prevail in some parts of 
the South. RaxpmMonp ofiginally was an il- 
licit distiller in North Carolina. When the 
Uniied States au horitiesundertock to arrest 
him for violation of the Revenue laws he 
killed a Deputy Marshal and escaped to 
South Carolina. The Governor of North 
Carolina offered a reward for his arrest, and 
some time afterward another reward was 
offered for his arrest in South Carolina for 
crimes subsequently committed. On the 9th 
of March last three illicit distillers were ar- 
rested and committed to jail in Pickens 
County. Repmonp, at the head of 
a gang of his fellows, visited the 
Sheriff, obtained the keys of the 
jail, and released the prisoners. The 
Sheriff refused to makeany effort to arrest 
Repmonpd and his gang; on the other hand, 
he advised the Governornot to make any 
pursuit, as there would be bloodshed, Com- 
missioner Racu, meanwhile, had organized 
a force to pursue Repmonp, but was induced 
by the Governor to wait until the Circuit 
Court of Pickens County should meet and a 
Grand Jury be appointed. Meanwhile, the 
people of Pickens County, who were in full 
sympathy with Repmonp and his illicit 
operations, placed every obstacle in the way 
of the revenue officials, and the county 
authorities and courts added their efforts to 
those of the people to aid the illicit dis- 
tillers. At the appointed time the Court met 
and a jury was impaneled, the presiding 
Judge being ene Macxrxr, a local Dogberry, 
who to his consummate ignorance added a 
degree of audacity aud dishonesty which it 
would not be fair to charge upon the original 
Dogberry. He had before him the case of a 
noted criminal who had repeatedly violated 
both State and national laws, who had been 
indicted for murder, who had released 
United States prisoners legally arrested, who 
had been defrauding the revenue, who had 
raided revenue ‘officers, and upon whose 
head two States had set a price. This would 
seem to be an important case even for such 
an eminent jurist as Mackey. How he 
wrestied with it is shown by his report of 
March 21 to the Governor. He says at the 
outset : 


Ou my arrival here last Sunday. I ascertained, 
after due inquiry, tuat the outiaw, Lewis K. Kep- 
non. had practically organized a reign of terror 
throughout the county, which was fast paraivzing 
the manhood of its best citizenship, who observed 
that he and his armed band of reckless foliowers 
were standing day by day in open defiance of the 
laws of tae State and'of tne United States. ae" 

I saw at once that these people were in the 
supreme crisis of their fate, and that they could 
only meet it successfully by bringing them face to 
face with their duty by an 1uetant and fearless dis- 
cha of mine, and, by thus quickening their 
sentiments of obedience to law, to set in motion a 
counter-current against the lawless men who 
stood in armed array agdinst the constitutional 
authorities. 

As HKepmonp was the central and supporting 
figure of the unlawful combination, I resolved 0 
strike at him. 


Now, in such a situation as this, when an 
entire people were in the supreme crisis of 
their fate,” what did Macazy do? How did 
he strike at the central and supporting 
figure of the combination”? After consid- 
erable trouble, he induced the jury to over- 
look all his crimes against the State and the 
United States, and to indict Repmoxp for 
stealing two overcoats, one of the jurymen 
being an ally of Rzpmonp’s. 
for his arrest was placed in the hands of the 
Sheriff, who sammoned a posse of 150, 
including the Hampton Home Guard.”

Having thus thrown a cloak of protection 
over the criminals by allowing the main 
scoundrel) to escape, and assuring the others 
they should not be disturbed, he seta the 
Grand Jury to work in another direction. 
In a postscript to his report to Gov. Hau- 
TON, he says: “The Grand Jury have indicted 
Jive of the revenue officers and Deputy Mar- 
shals for cominitung aggravated assaults and 
batteries upon unoffending citizens. They 
will be tried as soon as they can be apipre- 
hended.” The unoffending citizens werd the 
three men who had been arrested for open 
violation of the law, and had been released 
by Repmoxp. Subsequently four more rev- 
enue officers were arrested and thrown into 
jail upon an indietment for murder, because 
they had killed a violator of the laws in self. 
defense when seeking to arrest him. This 
is the condition of justice in South 
Carolina, where courts protect those 
who have violated State laws and 
defy the jurisdiction of the national 
authorities over cases involving a violation 
of United States laws. The Government of 
the United States is held at defiance by an 
impudent trickster and corrupt rascal, backed 
up by the Governor of the State, and to-day 
the Cabinet is in a quandary what to do. 
Having laws, it is necessary they should be 
enforced, and violators of them should be 
punished. If any portion of the army were 
sent there with instructions to arrest these 
scoundrels, we should hear no end of howling 
from the Democrats about military tyranny 
and invasion of popular rights. Inasmach, 
however, as there is no other way in which 
the Revenue laws can be enforced, the offi- 
cials being indicted and imprisoned every 
time they seek to perform their duties, it is 
evident that some superior force ought to be 
used. If the laws are not to be enforéed, 
what is the use of having officials to en- 
force them? If they are to be enforced, 
then there must be a power strong enongh 
to do it. The work of reconstruction in 
South Carolina has evidently been badly 
butehed, and Gov. Hampron, who tolerates 
such Judges as Macxuy, seems to have se- 
cured his position by what would be called 
in the North most extraordinary perfidy.

WHAT I8 THE 5 PER CENT LIMITATION? 
Judge Loomis, of the County Court, has 


overruled the objections filed by ETLiorr 
Antony, Esq., against the collection of ber- 


tain Hyde Park taxes. The main rN 


were two, viz.: (1) The objection that Hyde 
Park, as a village organized under the Gen- 
eral Incorporation act, has no authority to 
maintain a separate system of tax-asspss- 
ments and collections, but must surrender 
these functions into the hands of the town 
and county officials; and (2) that the South 
Park debt and the Hyde Park debt (amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $2,215,000) cousti- 
tute a Hyde Park debt, incurred in part 
beyond the constitutional limit of 5 per 
cent, and to that extent unlawful. In regard 
to the first objection, Judge Loomis takes the 
same position he assumed im the matter of 
the Chicago School-Board, holding that a 


city or a village can determine for itself what 


a corporate purpose is, and that 
hence Hyde Park can appoint and 
pay a Village Assessor and Collector, in 
addition to the town and county officers, 
if thought to be necessary by the village of- 
ficers. To thisit might be practically re- 
plied that Hyde Park certainly has no need 
of any separate set of tax-officials any more 
than Chicago has. The second point seems 
to be one of great confusion ahd serious 
doubt. Judge Loomis holds that Hyde Park 
and the South Park Board are two separate 
and distinct corporations, that neither is 
liable for the indebteduess incurred by the 
other, and that the village might have suf- 
ficient debt to bankrupt it, and yet the South 
Park Board could continue to levy taxes till 
the 5 per cent limit should be reached in/its 
own individual case. The practical effeet-of 
this construction of the constitutional limi- 
tation is to enable the Legislature to set up 
numerous distinct corporations, each of 
which may issue bonds to the amount of 5 per 
cent of the valuation on the same property, 
thus mortgaging ix finally, perhaps, to the 
full amount of its value. The language 
of the Constitution is that No county, 
city, township, school district, or other 
municipal corporatiom shall be allowed to 
become indebted in any manner, or for any 
purpose, to an amotgt, including existing 
indebtedness, in the @ggrejate exceeding 5 
per centum on the value pf the taxable prop- 
erty therein.” The coD@truction will turn 
mainly, we fancy, on thd words in italics. 
Mr. AnTHon: cited a decision of the Supreme 
Court, construing this constitutional provis- 
ion, in which the following language occurs: 

This prohibition limits the power of the General 
Assembly. the municipality, and all others in the 
creation of indebteduese by such bodies to the 
amount named, and they Cannol, ether separately 
or conjomtly, transcend that Gmit, It u the com- 
mand of the supreme power of the State, and must 
be obeyed. Nor is there lodged in our form of 
government any aptaority to dispense with its 
provisions or requirements, but to them all, 
whether officers or people, must yield obedience. 


The courte must, therefore, enforce its provisipus 
and requirements as they are found. 


It is a question whether or not Judge 
Loos’ construction is at variance with the 
words in italics in the above extract from the 
opinion of the Supreme Court. Mr. An- 
ruony quoted from the act of the Legisla- 
ture authorizing the issue of park bonds, 
which prescribes that the Towns of Hyde 
Park, Lake, and South Chicago shall be 
‘* irrevocably bound,” as well as the park 
lands and improvements, for the payment of 
the debt they represent. From this it wonld 
appear that these bonds are certainly a lien 
on the Hyde Park property, and the ques- 
tion, then, is whether the same property ean 
be mortgaged over and over again under the 
authority of different corporations of Hyde 
Park, erected within the same limits, in the 
face of the constitutional 5 per cert limita- 
tion as it ds. Before the controversy 
can be settled it will be necessary to secure 
a more explicit decision from the Supreme 
Court, and this Mr. Anwrmony’s case may be 
the means of producing.

The Carbonate Mines and Belts 


of Lake County, Col- 
orado. 


A Fresh Mineral Wonder---Deposits of 
Sand that Yield $2,000 
to the Ton. 


Excitement Over the New Discovery. and Rapid 
Growih of Leadvilie-—Karly Histery 
ef the Gulch, 


Pnectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

LEADVILLE, Lake Co., Col., July 15.—Calt- 
fornia Gulch is one of the best known and most 
famous mining districts in Colorado; and her 
Pacific namesake, or Montana, in their palmiest 
days never produced a strip of ground richer in 
precious metal than this very gulch. Hayden 
and other writers have amply defined its geo- 
Kraphical position and boundaries; but, for the 
information of those who may not have con- 
venient access toa Government report, I will 
state that the gulch is situated on the bead- 
waters of the Arkansas River, and lies bet ween 
the main range anda spur which divides the 
waters of the Platte and Arkansas, and which 
is known in jocal parlance as the Mosquito 
Range. The gulch proper is about twelve miles 
iu length, and has au average width toward the 
mouth of half a mile. 

TUE FIRST PLACER-DIGGINGS 

were discovered iu 1853 by a couple of moom 
struck adventurers who nad lit out from Den- 
ver with no particular object or ambition in 
view, but who returned in the fall of that year 
with their pockets well filled with dust, and, 
when pressed for information, vaguely replied 
that thev had struck it near the main range. In 
the spring and summer of 1859 pilgrims and ad- 
veuturers commenced pouring into the gulch 
from all quarters, and in "60 the rush was at its 
height. Some of the old prospectors, who 
fought and bled here at that time, and who still 
remain in the gulch as venerable relics of the 
past, boldly affirm that in 1800 no less than 
15,000 people were scattered up and down the 
gulch; and, if the number of deserted houses, 
abandoned ditches, graveyards, and other evi- 
dences of settlements, are any criterion, there 
must have been at least that number.

atthat time. Money was plenty; every man 
hao his pocket full of dust; fortunes were ac 
cumulated in a single day, aud lust as rapidly. 
Banks, stores, and hotels flourished, theatres 
were in full blast, and the guimbiing-saloons 
and other sinks of iniquity sct to trip the feet 
ofthe unwary miner were crowded from sun- 
down to sunrise. Ot course there was the tra- 
ditional desperado, with his knife and little 
pistol, ready to carve or shoot somebody; and 
there were also the Vigilantes, who often 
launched these tellows on Charon without much 
ceremovuy, and then planted what was left on 
the hillside. In one graveyard beneath the 
whisverizng pines tuere are ten little mounds, 
all iu a ro, avd every solitary tenant of the 
same died with his boots on. Hoss-stealin’ 
and weverai cussedness did it,“ remarked a 
grizzly old veteran. 

All the placer-cluims yielded eno®mouely, and 
in some instances, where the bed-rock was favor- 
able for stuiing, as high as $10.00 
would be taken out with three boxes every 
twenty-iour hours. Where money came so 
easily, men naturally grew reckless, and, in the 
great majority of cases, the millionaires of 00, 
who rode up and down the gulch in a carriage- 
and four, Who gave wine-suppers, and compli- 
mented pretty actresses by pitching gold nug- 

ets the size of walnuts on the stage, are either 
— whining mendicants to-day, or eise 
working for other parties at the rate of 630 per 
mouth. One of these characters, whose ex- 
plvits are still green in the guich, is 

SOLEMN JACK,— 

so called frompis tendency to be perpetually 
chantivg sack songs. Where Solemn Jack 
oriwivaliy came from, who bis parents are, or 
whether he ever came into the world the natural 
Way, are questions no one can answer. Tae only 
settled facts in his career are, that he came into 
the gulch in 57, and located a claim. 
Fortune smiled on him, Jack took 
out nuggets of the quartz, and, when he cleaned 
up in the fall, he found himself the owner of 
$100,000 in dust. Alas for Jack! the golden 
treasure overbalanced him, and he launched out 
on the wildest career of dissipation. In about 
three years he returned dead broke, and since 
that time he bas been drifting over the country, 
au object of pity and remorse. He is now fish- 
ing for alivelibood at the ‘lwin Lakes, and on 
Sabbath days occasionally boids forth toa small 
but select congregation. He has abandoned 
mining; for, like the Virginia City doctor, * he 
took too many risks; le went too beavy on his 
pov’ larity.” 

In 1862 the famous 

PRINTER-BOY GOLD-LODE 

was discovered. It is situated about three 
miles up the guich from Leadville, near a col- 
lection of old, dismantied cabins, which are set 
down upon the maps and guide-books as Oro 
City. The vein was very rich, yiciding a large 
amount of fine gold, and several fortunes have 
been taken out of it; but, owing to a squabble 
among the different partners. and the inevitable 
litigation, the mine has uot been worked for 
several years past. The Hon. J. Marshall Paul, 
whose sudden death at New York a few months 
ago is still fresh to the public, was one of the 
principal owners, aod, bad he lived, this valua- 
ble property might have been developed. The 
mine is pow almost full of water, aud many 
thousand doliars will be required to put it in 
working order agai. 

While placer-excitement was at its height in 
California Gulch. the miners often eucouutered 
a peculiar yellow sand, very Leavy, which they 
considered worthiess, and which was dumped 
out of their sluice-boxes with many curses. It 
now turns out that this despised yeliow sand 
was carbunate of lead 

RICH IN SILVER, 
and many a mau, in bis biind search for nug- 
gets, stumbled over a fortune without knowing 
it. A very short time sufficed to exhaust the 
richest of the plaecer-fields, and for a namber of 
years California Gulch was comparatively de- 
sorted. Flumes and miles of ditches, which 
had been constructed to bring the water from

In June of that year, 
Patrick and Charles Gallacher, brotbers, and 
natives of the Emerald Isle, commenced sink- 
ing a shaft up Stray Horse, one of the tribu- 
taries of California Gulch. The boys were 
poor; their credit was below par at the viNagre- 
grover’s, and the combined capital of both was 
barely sufficient to purchase a sack of flour. In 
this emergency it Was necessary that something 
should be done, and the boys went to work. At 
the distauce of forty feet they encountered a 
vein of this peculiar yellow, heavy sand, and 
Pat cencludea that-he would bring a sample 
down town aud secure ap assay.

of this region manifest some striking peculiari- 
ties, and must be noteil briefly beiore passing 
on to the mines. Leadviile—which is situated 
well up toward the bead of the guich—has an 
altitude of 10,200 feet, and is, consequently, 
very near timber-line. The mountains and 
guiches in the immediate vicinity are rounded 
aad worn down by erosion, and nearly all of the 
rocks are of volcanic origin. lu places the 
strata are borirontal, then inclined at an angle 
of 45 deg.. and again tumbled and broken up in 
all manner of shapes, as though some powerful 
agent had forced its way througb from the bow- 
els of the earth. ‘The top rock is of a porphy- 
ritic nature, and overlies jimestone of the Ju- 
rassic period. The junction of tne two rocks is 
termed the “contact,” and here the carbonic 
mineral is usually found, 

The Camp Bird or Gallagher Mine has no 
regular fissure or crevice vein; there is no wall 
rock to speak of; nothing, iu short, but a shaft 
which pierces the overlyiug crust of r 
down into a vast bed of carbonate sand. t is 
nothing more thlan a vust deposit, the extent 
of which beyond developinents is a mere matter 
of conjecture. From the main shalt the ground 
has been honey-comved with drifts and tunoels 
in every direction, and a body of ore brought 
in sight which varied from four inches to eight 
fect ia thickness. It looks like common sand, 
can be mined easily witl a pick and shovel, and 
one man can stope down twenty tons a day. 
This insignificant-looking stuf! contains about 
60 per cent lead, and runs from 100 to 2,000 
ounces of silver to the ton. In April last the 
mine was purchased by the St. Louis Smelting 
Cowpany, which has works here, for 820.000. 
Forty wen are empleyed, and the shipments 
from this one mine will average 500 tons a 
months The bupdred-ounce ore is reduced at 
the Compauy’s works here, but the higher 
grade is shipped direct to St. Louis. 

THE CARBONATE BELT 1 
that contains this wondertul deposit lies on the 
western slope of the Mosquito Range. It is 
estimated that the belt is six miles wide and 
twelve in length, although traces of earbonate 
have been discovered outside of this, and some 
iimagivative Souls assert that the beit extends 
the evtire length ot the range. This may be 
true, but still the stubborn fact remains that no 
important mines have been struck outside of 
this charmed circle; but the number of mines 
and locations developed and andeveloped within 
the same is legion. A large number of these 
mines, which are situated upon the same belt, 
surpass the original Camp Bard in richness; not- 
abiy the Iron Mine, owned by Stevens & Leiter, 
Chicago; the Coover & Hallock, Long & Derry, 
Little Pittsburg, Adelaide, Friar, and others too 
numerous to mention, These latter mines 
yield what is Known as hard carbonates, abound- 
lug with ruby aud native silver, the mill-returns 
often giving as high as 1,500 ounces to tue ton. 
The Lattle Pittsburg, located near tue bead of 
Stray-Horse Gulch, in tue carvonate belt, 
is one of the latest strikes, and is showing up 
very rich. The main shalt is now down 
a distance of forty feet, exposing a vein of ore 
twelve feet in thickness, which assays from 200 
to 1.500 ounces to the ton. The mineral is of 
the hard carbonate variety, and yields very 
readily to treatment. A month ago the mine 
could have been purchased jor 85, 00, and now 
I duubt if $100,000 vould touch it. The original 
discoverer and part owner, Mr. Richie, is one of 
the Veteran prospectors of the district, and has 
scratched and worried through until success Las 
crowned bim for her owa. He wears good 
clothes now, and the faitaiul dog who has been 
his companion through storm and sunshine, and 
endured hunger, cold, and persecutions for bis 
sake, does not Know Lim.

A great 
proportion of the ircight is shipped by way of 
Colorado Springs to the narrow-gauge railroad, 
by means of ox and mule teams; bat tie 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Kailroad is 
looking up this way, and the gulch will not be 
long with -ut railroad facilities. The latter 
Company, Who had a bitter contest with the 
parrow-guage respecting the right of way 
through the Grand Canon of the Arkansas, 
have at last come out victorious, and ure vow 
grading their line filty miles below. They are 
ambitious, and, wita the gulch once reached, the; 
will probably keep right on over the Teunessee 
Pass, and through into Utah, whose miners ate 
on their knees, praying them to come. 

Wages are good in Leadville, and labor in 
active demand, Carpenters command $3.50 
and $4 per day, blacksmiths, $3.50; brncklayers 
and masons, $4, wagon and cabivet-makers, 
and common laporers from $2.50 to 83. Day 
board, with very fair grub, can be obtained 
for $6 a week. Provisious and groceries of all 
kinds are reasonably cheap, and cau be obtained 
at Denver prices. freight added, which cau be 
figured at two cents a pound. 


SOUTHERN NEBRASKA.

OmaAna, quly 18.—Leaving Omaha at 9 a. m. 
on the cars of the Burlington & Missouri River 
Railroad, passing through Louisville, South 
Bend, Ashland, Greenwood, and Waverly, Lin- 
eoln is reached in time for dinner at noon, 
where is met the East-bound train. Speeding 
on we come to Highland, Crete, Dorchester, 
Friendsville, Exeter, Fairmount, Grafton, Sut- 
ton, Harvard, Hastings, where we get supper. 


the present western terminus, after a travel of 
204 miles, is reached,—consuming iu the trip 
just twelve hours. 

No pen can do entire justice to this section 
of country. The soil is rich, and suitable to the 
raising of coro and all the small grains. The 
land is roiling, but rough, with sufficient draws, 
or gulleys, to carry oll the surplus water. Af- 
ter leaving Lincoln there are no sloughs, and 
very little low, flatland. The towns above 
enumerated are all new, with but few excep- 
tious, and, as oue passes them on tue train, he 
will see almost as many houses in process of 
erection as are already built. | 

Lincoln, the Capitol of the State, ts built on 
the open prairie, the ground rolling sufliciently 
for drainage. The inhabitants have planted 
many trees, and they add much to the beauty of 
the place. Trade is reported as good, and is 
largely with the farmers. [here are several 
wholesale houses here. Liucoln has suffered 
from over-speculation in real estate, as we have 
in 8 In 1368, lots 50 by 160, sold’ at auc- 
tion for $900, that can now be boaght for $250. 
There are few houses to reut. Store-buildings 
iu the best business part, 22 feet front, taree- 
stories igh, brick, reat for $1,200 per annum, 
payiug about WZ per cent gross on the invest- 
meut. Here are located all the public buildings, 
—Capitel, University, Penitentiary, Blind Asy- 
lum, etc.; and nearly completed, is a very band- 
some Post-Vllice building, of white stone similar 
to that obtained from the Juliet quarries. 

At Lincoin % located the Land-Office of the 
Burlington & Missouri River Railroad in Ne- 
braska, at the head of which is A. E. Touzalin, 
Esq., oue of the most successful Land-Commis- 
sioners in the country. Juhe ollice is a perfect 
hive of industry, resembling the County Treas- 
urer’s office when taxes are being paid. Mr. 
Touzalin informed me that over $1,500,000 
worth of land had been soid this spring, and 
that they were nearly sold out north of the 
Platte. Tue land brings an average price of 
about $5 per acre,—nearly half being sold for 
cash and short credit, the balance on ten years’ 
tine. The sales of land by this Company are 
the wonder of the age. Never, even during the 
War, when money was plenty, did the oid II- 
nois Central begin to dispose of its lauds as has 
this Company. That the poiicy is wise and 
judicious, is seen in the result: the trains to 
and fro are full of peopie; local travel and 
freight are good; and this fall the road will 
hardiy be able to supply cars fur the lumber 
and Craiu that will be shipped into aad out of 
the southern part of the State.

WOULD HE A) SVOOING GO?

The French Rapublicéns and also the ad- 
herents of the deposed Bourbon and Orleans 
dynasties, grumble at the friendly regard ex- 
hibited by the Queen of England and her sons 
for the young man, soh of Napoleon III. and 
Marie Eugenie de Guzman (nee Comtesse de 
Teba et de Montijo), who retains the courtesy 
title of Prince Imperial. , Young*Napoijeon, born 
on the 10ta day of March, 1856, has arrived at 
a full matrimontal age, and Queen Victoria, who 
has shown much kindness to his mother and 
himself since their position changed, is said to 
have taken upon herself to provide him with a 
wife—her only unmarried daugiter, the Princess 
Beatrice, who is just eleven months his junior; 
but, were there no other objection, her Royal 
Highness is precituded by the Act of Settlement, 
which gave the English crows, after the death 
of Queen Anne, in 1714, to the Ejector of Hau- 
over and his descendants, and imperatively pro- 
hibits any Priuce or Princess of that strictly 
Protestant line fram marrying a Roman Catho- 
lic. Now, if Napoleon Louis is not a Catuolic, 
he is nothing. 

Queen Victoria is considerable of a match- 

maker, aud has stated, im one of ber books, that 
humanit, in general, and Royalty in . 
ought to marry at an earl, age. She has carried 
out this priuciple in her own family, and, it is 
reported, bas undertaken to provide a suitable 
spouse tor the Price imperial. Ou the 4th of 
July, a memorabie anniversary, the young gen- 
ticman arrived in Copenhagen, where he was 
weil received. The impression is that he has 
visited Deumark with an eye to matrimony. 
Tue present Royal family of Denmark, which 
has been as fortuvate in its matrimonial alli 
auces us even the house of Cobourg, is Lutheran 
in relygion, but has manifested no difficulty in 
adopting other faiths when married. Alexandra, 
the eldest daughter, was ubder no becessily 
of changing or modifying ber religious 
belief, when she married the Prince of Wales. 
Her brother, placed on the throne of Greece, in 
I.. with the titie of George I., married the 
Russian Princess Olga. in 1557, and it has been 
said, over and over again. tnat he has become 
a member of the Greek Church, like her. The 
Princess Dagmar of Denmark, Lutheran from 
her infancy to womanhood, found no difficulty 
in abandouing that faith, preliminary to her 
marriage, in 1866, with the Cesarevitch, next 
heir to the Empire of Russia. There remains a 
third dauchter of Denmark, the ’rincess Thyra, 
born in September, 1858, and, if young Napo- 
leon has gone to the Baltic with a matrimonial 
purpose, this must be the fair object of bis pur- 
suit. Sue is nearly three years his senior, but, 
judging from her published portraits, as comely 
as her married sisters, which is much.

De Isle himself, proscribed as a 
Royalist, heard it and shuddered as he escaped 
by some of the wud passes of the Alps.“ In 
fact, Rouget de |’ Isle, having refused to accept 
the decree which deprived Louis XVL. of his 
throne, laid down his sword. A (ew years after 
he returned to France, was thrown into prison 

and, like Hoche, would have been guillotined 
but for the downfall of Robespierre. 

M. de la Garde says that while Rouget de 1’ isle 
was wandering about in a state of destitution 
bis hymn was beirg everywhere performed. At 
u military spectacie at the Opera, horse, foot, 
artillery, aud tue people howled it in chorus: 
and whea they reached the last couplet actors 
aud audience had to go down on their koecs to 
Mile. Mailiart, who represented Liberty and 
who was placed at the summit ola little mouut- 
ain. Even the horses had to bow the head and 
bend the knee. The actor Lainey, who was 
charged with the refrain, was dressed as a sanz 
cwlolle, and wore a red cap. After cach couplet 
he received an embrace from Mile. Duchamp. 
who impersonatea Egahte. On the fall of 
Robseplerre, Rouget Je Visle wrote another 
sung, calling on the Thermidorians to exterini- 
nate the successora of the Iucorruptible.“ A 
few years later, whena descent on England was 
couteni piated, the lyrſ poet wrote: 

Artisan des malheurs du monde, 

Trop fler dominateur de Fonde, etc., 
and warned us that Napoleon, a giant with ter- 
rible arms, was about to seize and strike us. 
Rouget de Visle then celebrated in verse the 
Istu Bramalre, when Napoleon turned out the 
two Chambers and seized upon the supreme 
power. When the Bourbons returned, the ver- 
Satile poet once more tuned his lyre, and wrote 
bis ** Dieu conserve le Koi,“ which is about the 
most antrrepublican anthem ever peuued.

The Mississippian refused 
to pay his quota, because the city had failed to 
make repairs necessary to the preservation of 
the wall surrounding bis grounds. The eontro- 
versy continued for some time, until at last, in 
the absence of the owner of thé property, depu- 
tes appointed by the Mayor entered the house, 
and without eeremony carried off the piano and 
other pieces of property, which were at once 
sold for taxes. Tue family bad suifered many 
losses from the War, aud this act, when related 
to him by his wife, so exasperated the hot- 
headed Southerner that be went at once to the 
Mayor’s office and shot him deal, He was tried 
by the authorities, and being released on bail at 
once leit the State Dv the advice of his bonds- 
men. The family-moved to Baltimore, witere 
they lived in great poverty lor a while. and the 
unhappy Mississippian sunk under his many 
cares and died. 

All this occurred some vears ago, and the 
widow bad undergone many trials and priva- 
tions, when she reached Wasuingtou some 
months since, with her two little chiluren. aud 
attempted to get an eflice under the Govern- 
ment. She took board at the house where my 
young friend was living, and, alter vainly ap- 
pealing for aid to sundry Democratic frieads in 
bigh position, having nearly exhausted her sicn- 
der means, was advised by my informant to ask 
the assistance of the negro Senator from her 
own State. The high-born Southern lady, who 
is deagribed as very bandsome and refined in 
bearing, at first surapk from the thougnt. But 
her board-bill was pearly due, her purse was 
nearly empty, and, deeming ber cup of sorrow 
full to overflowing, she accepted the offer of her 
new friend to accompany her to the dreaded 
interview, and the two specimens of the old 
noblesse went to the door of the Seukte- 
chamber and sent in a card to Mr. Bruce. The 
negro Senator appeared at once, and my in- 
formant assured me that the respect and Cour 
tesy of his manner could not have been ur- 
passed. In respouse to the faltering request of 
the unhappy lady ior aid for herself aud her 
starviug chiidren, Bruce answered quickly in 
toves of much fecling: “Certainly, mada, 1 
will do all in my power to ad you. When | was 
a slave, working ou my master’s plantation, you 
were known as ove ol the richest and most clo- 
gaunt ladies of the country, and now that times 
have so greatly changed tor us both, I shall be 
Clad of an opportunity to serve you.” Tae ex- 
slave went at once to the departments, and his 
efforts were so successful thut a few hours later 
the desolate widow Was rejvicing in ber eppuint- 
ment to a cierksiip.

Dsavwoop, D. I., July 10.—The weather is 
crowing warm here, and, if there is a warm wave 
passing over the country, it may be here. Our days 
are Warm, and the business-men feel it badly; 
but the miners, whose limbs are ail bone aud 
muscle, do not appear to feel it; im fact, they 
work better during warm weather than im cold, 
and the miners engaged in tunnel-mining have 
a continual ice-house around them, with the air 
moist enough to keep them happy, though at 
times they find they have a “little too 
much water in their.” Our bot days 
are equalized by our cool, damp niguts, 
which are perfectly delightful, though often 
two or three quilts are required to keep warm. 
The muile-skinoers are complaining of the bot 
winds which are blowing across the plains, and 
say that most of the streams are drying up or 
are very muddy. 

As I promised a short description of 

THIS LITTLE TOWN, 

I will give it here. It is situated on Whitewood 
Gulch, and at the junction of Whitewood and 
Deadwood Guiches, about ten miles from Crook 
City, which is well out iu the foot-hilis. Its 
population is said to be about 10,000; but I am 
inclined to think that 5,000 to 7.000 wound be a 
nearer estimate. As the iunabitants are scat 
tered round in the various ches, it is im- 
possible to number them. However, 1 might 
Safely say that the population of Deadwood 
Lead and Central City, with its tributary 
guicbes, would number about 20,000, 

Ihe streets are about eucht in number, of 

rhabs av average length of iour Chicago 

iocks, though Main street,—which is the 
lougest, and runs down Whitewood Guilch,—is 
said to be three miles. The other prominent 
streets are Sherman and Lee,—the former run- 
uivg up Whitewood Gulch, and tue latter from 
hillside to hillside. — 

TAE HOUSES : 

are all light frame structures, put up in a few 
hours, and made of light pine, which would 
buro in a ew minutes. The faces of most of 
the houses are for stores. The residences are 
mostiy built of heavy pine timbers in regular 
log-hut style, though many of the littie cottages 
op Residence Hill, back of Main street, are 
made in Eastern style. 1 do not recollect of 
seeing a brick house in Deadwood. though there 
are a number of brick-vards in progress. 

Few of the houses are plastered, most of their 
walls being lined with linen cloth painted to 
imitate wall-paper or frescoing. One hotel 
makes it a boast in its advertising circular that 
its house is the ouly one plastered.

THE PREMIUM ON GOLD. 

With our balance of trade steadily increasing, 
and specie reserve constantly increasing by the 
entire product of our mines. many may be at a 
loss to know why the premium on gold keeps 
-up to 4%@%. A paragraph in this column in 
our last issue explained in part the reason for 
this condition of the market It requires from 
one-half toa miiliona day to pay duties. Im ad- 
dition to this, the large demand for the 4 per cent 
bonds which must also be paid for in coin—prob- 
ably $10, 000,000 a day, iw required—-keepa up the 
priee. Purchasers or their bankers are obliged to 
buy coin of the brokers to pay for their invest- 
ments in bonds. Of course politics are not appro- 
priate to thiscolamn, but it should be stated in 
this connection that the Senate passed a bill au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to receive 
greenbacks at par for Government bonds; but it 
was defeated in the House by Tom Ewing and the 
Deniocratic majority. Had it not been for this 
greenbacks would not be quoted below %, and in 
fact they would probably be at par with coin.

ANOTHER GOOD INSURANCE LAW. 

We noticed a week or two ago that the Legisla- 
tare of Wisconsin had passed a law requiring in- 

surance companies, m case of loss, to pay the 
amount written upon the property. This cuts off 
the temptation of agents to get extra rates by over- 
insurance, and owners to burn ap their property 
when insured for more than itis worth. Virginia, 
at the last session of her Legislature. adds another 
good law, which will effectually squelch another 
mean. not to say villainous, trick of the tnsurance 
companies. The law provides that in any ac- 
tion against an insurence company, vo failure to 
perform any condition of its policy, sor violation 
of any restrictive provision thereof, shai! be a valid 
defense to such action, unless it appears that such 
condition or restrictive provision is printed in type 
as large or larger than that in which the Acts of 
Assembly are printed, to-wit: that commonly 
known as long-primer type, or is written with 
pen and ink in or on the policy.” By far too 
few read their policies at all to se: under what re 
strictions they are issued. Ofter provisions most 
important in their character are printed in the 
smaliest possible types, or they are purposely placed 
in such positions that they are not likely to be no- 
ticed. It is a rascally attempt to deceive,” 
against which, itis to be hoped, all the States will 
provide by the most stringent enactments.

Com- 
ing to Chicago at an early day with 
Dan Emmet, whom he discovered, he ran four 
minstrel halls, turning the oid Matteson House 
into a temple of chaste and pleasing amusement. 
He was on intimate terms with Lottie Hough's 
father, having worked in the same office with him, 
helped to set up the Mormon Bible at Palmyra, and 
Morgan's *' Revelations of Mas nry at Buffalo.

down, crushing fificen printers in the ruins. 
During one period of nine months he set 
up type in America, Europe, Asia, and Africa 
There were at that time no printing offices in 
Australia, or be would have taken that country in 
also. lie has but recently returned from Brazil.

August Blettner, Lieutenant at the Madison 
Street Station, is 32 years old. He went upon the 
force July 10, 1867. He has consequentiy been 
connected with the force eleven years, Having 
traveled beat for two years, he was appointed 
Station-Keeper under Simon O Donnell, at Twelfth 
Street Station. After five years, when Gad’s Hill 
Station was opened, he went up there under Lieat. 
Vesey. He was three years a roundsman. He 
was then made Clerk of Detectives at headquarters. 
Hie was then promoted to the Sergeantcy at West 
Madison street. When Seavey was transferred to 
the Twenty-Seecnd-Street Station, he took charge 
of the piatooa, and, as Lieutenant, stil) retains it. 
He worked under all the Captains. 

Thomas Simmons, Lieutenaat at West Madison 
Street Station, was born in Dubuque, Ia., Jan. 
13, 1846, and is 32 years of age. In 1858 he came 
te Chicago. When the Warof the Kebellion broke 
out, Simmons was one of the first men to enter the 
army of the Union. He was mustered out in 
1865. He was oniy 15 when he enlisted in Com- 
pany F of the Forty-fifth Illinois in 1861, and was 
in the battles of Pittsburg Landing, Corinth, 
Meaden Station, Fort Gioson, Kaymond, Jackson, 
Misa., and the siege of Vicksburg. Here he was 
wounded when Fort Hill was blown up. 

Sept. 2, 1809, Simmons joined the police force 
of this citv, His conduct caused rapid promotion 
to the position of roundsman, detective, and sub- 
sequently to that of Lieutenant. He was appoint- 
ed Lieutenant Aug. 17, 1875. His experience 


with a gang of three burglars from Milwaukee is 


probably the most notabie in his police history. 
The store of a man named Wheeler had been 
burglarized in Milwankee, and the fugitives from 
justice took refuge in Chicago. The authorities 
here were apprised of the fact. Simmons was 
detailed on tne case, with Ed Laughim for an 
assistant. The ollicers met their men as they 
were alighting from the train. Two of the party 
recognized were the one-armed Dave Raggio—now 
dead—and Jack Allen. The meeting occurred near 
the corner of Krie and Halsted streets at 5 o'clock 
in tne morning. Twenty shots were exchanged. 
Simmons perforated Allen with bullets, and never 
got shot himself. Raggio and Allen were then 
arrested.

He first undertook to tnrow 
open the feld-oooks of his Deputies to the tax 
payers, so that they might make complaints and 
corrections in the old-fashioned way, but he came 
to the conclusion that this thing would involve 
an almost indefinite amount of time, and 
would require several more Deputies. In 
view of this, he mangurated the follow- 
ing echeme. There are thirty-three Deputy- 
Assessors, representing thirty-three districts, into 
which the South Division is divided. Each Deputy 
goes out among the people of his district, ana 
leaves with every property-owner a blank 
schedule. Then he makes his own observations. 
and enters his judgment upon his field-book. The 
viank scheaule is expected to be filled out honora- 
bly by the taxpayer, and sent to the office of the 
Assessor, where it is Compared with the fleld- book 
and, if it m found that the blank is fille 
out in an honest manner, it is entered 
accordingly. If it disagrees with the field books, 
a postai-card is sent to the party, which reads as 
follows: ‘* Please call at this office in regard to 
your personal- property assessment and schedule 
Aled.“ The person then calls around, his schedule 
is compared with the feild book, andthe matter 
fixed up satisfactorily zo all parties concerned. 
tac person sendiag m hie schedule receives a 
postal-card, he may fest assured that the assesa- 
ment is not made in accordance with his 
scheduie. This saves a great deal of 
time and _ trouble, from a crowd of 
people, many of waem are impelled by curiosity to 
see how much their neighbors are , and 
everything ix equitable and satisfactory. For the 
past two weeks, these ules have been eam 
ined and compared wii the field-books and pos- 
tas sent oat, and a great many have been adjusted 
properly. One man was assessed $1,000 upon the 
Heid- book, and his schedule showed bat a little 
over $200. He was sent for. A Hebrew on State 
street was assessed 2 $1,500, aad his 
schedule claimed only 15. He responded 
to the summons, and came prepared to swear 
to his statement; but Deputy Assessor Abbey 
reasoned with him awhile, and finaliy he volun- 
tanly acknowledged over $1,200 worth of prop- 
erty, his schedale was adjusted accordingly, and 
he went away satisfied, without swearing to his 
statement. either. The Deputies are in the Ws” 
pow, and their labors will be completed soon. The 
real estate books will be open for inspection by 
to-day or to-morrow. 


FELKER’S SCHEME. 
ANOTHER ALLBSGED BLACKMAIL JOB.
